•tance Is really a tissue of minute cells, 
visible only uuder the nilcroacopc anil 
apparently nil 0/ 1 he satin* si/e and shape 
In any given variety of tree The cells 
lying nearest the bark contribute 11 per- 
miiiiciit uecrrfkui to the tree**covering, 
while those siiirli lie nearest the wood 
•lowly change fruui "eambim. layer" to 
the real tree filwc. In tills way tle'linrk 
becomes tloei-nr each year, and at tin 
name time tbr tiw itaelf is |tcrntniii'nl- 
If enlarged. 

In the spring and early summer the 
bark 011 all trees is to a certain extent 
loosened to |K < nmlt of I he eamblati Inyei 
exercising its /miction*, and when this 
wholly censes the result Is manifest in 
the "ring" of «cw wissl mid the thin 
layer of urwJy formed Inner bark. 
The ends of iwli limb have also grown 
perceptibly- from two inches to two 
feel, according to the m|h*cU‘« — but 
hin ts, marks, forks, etc., on tree trunks 
are no higher from the ground than 
tiny were the yvrnr before. If someone 
tells you that a Juuh which is ni vv but 
thro*' or four fret from the ground 
“will Is- high enough to walk under 
when the tree gets its growth" put him 
or her down as a person knowing but 
little of the natural bistory of trees.
